SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The book entitled Cherry Dominance is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book consists largely of explicit descriptions of sexual activity between teenage 
participants. The youthfulness and sexual inexperience of many of the participants are 
emphasised, and are presented for the sexual titillation of the reader. By presenting 
young persons engaging in sexual activity, for the purpose of effecting the sexual 
arousal of the adult reader, the publication promotes and supports the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. The publication is therefore deemed to be 
objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act). 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 cannot be applied to this publication, as it 
contains material deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the FVPC Act. 
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
